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GOVERNOR 


IN FAVOR 
OF LICENSE 


Makes Address to Constitutional Con- 
vention Favoring License as Best 


Method of Settling Liquor Traffic 
Agitation—Does Not Favor In- 


itiative and Referendum but 


Advocates Good Roads 


and Home Rule 


for Cities. 


Columbus, Feb. 8.—Governor Harmon's address be- 


fore the constitutional convention today had the effect 
of the exploding of a bomb thrown from unexpected 
quarters. Delegates after the governor had conclusive- 
ly attacked the initiative -and referendum and urged the 
advocacy of a license system for the liquor traffic, ex- 
pressed sentiments of amazed opposition or surprised but 
enthusiastic support. The initiative and 
referendum 


supporters asserted the governor had by his "remarks 
and by his connection with the C.,,H. & D. railroad, put 
himself out of running for the presidential candidacy. 
Other delegates said the governor's'remarks indicated 
a sudden consideration and a position which would re- 
deem him to the common people. 


Jones of Fayette county, a Republican, character- 


ized the address as a "brave statement of principles, 
and progressive within the limits of reasonableness." 


Wayne B. Wheeler, chairman of the 
Anti-Saloon 


League in a public statement issued immediately after 
the governor's address, resented strongly the favoring 
the license proposal and denounced the governor as help- 
ing to push the activities for license. 


Governor Harmon is not convinced that the initia- 
tive and referendum would be an improvement on the 
present system of government by representatives; he is 
in favor of permitting municipalities to decide the ques- 
tion of saloons or no saloons for themselves, in -favor of 
state aid in the improvement of the highways and home 
rule for cities and villages. 
«i.-?'higov^rnor^cdav made Piain his. Position to 
Ohio s fourth constitutional convention and in doing*so 
dropped a bomb into the camp of the initiative and ref- 
erendum followers, headed by Rev. Herbert S. Bigelow, 
of Cincinnati, president of the convention. 


In declaring his position on the initiative and refer- 


endum the governor said that, while he believes the will 
of the people to be the supreme law: " lam not convinced 
that the initiative and referendum, applied generally to 
subjects of legislation would be an improvement on our 
system of government by representatives, which, while 
it has its shortcomings like all human institutions, I do 
not believe has proved a failure." 


The governor urged the convention to await the re- 
sults of a trial of the law passed by the last general as- 
sembly authorizing the initiative ' and referendum in 
municipalities before making it statewide. If, however, 
the convention should decide to submit the Question to 
the people the governor urged that it be voted upon as a 
separate amendment. 


In discussing the liquor traffic, . Governor Harmon 


declared that the matter is one for the application of the 
principle of self government and that a majority of the 
people of the state favor tliis method. "The wise 
course,' 'he said, "is to confine it to the proper persons 
and subject it to careful regulation." 


It ought to be settled, one way or the other, by a 
provision of the constitution, so as to clear the way for 
the proper consideration by the General Assembly of 
other things. To that end, I think the question should 
be separately submitted to the people, as was done when 
the present constitution was adopted, whether license 
shall or shall not be required as a condition to engaging 
in the traffic in localities where it is allowed. 


Calling attention to the fact that the people rejected 


the work of the constitutional convention of 1873 the 
governor said regarding the constitution of 1851: 
"As 


my experience with the present constitution . increases,

parallel to the e\il denounced in the 
act. 


Harris of Hamilton defended Bige- 


low, alleging that Halfhill's charges 
Were "much .ado about nothing." He 
said that at least SO delegates 
had 


been sent to the convention 
with 


strict instructions to stand by 
the 


initiative and referendum.

num'ber it is said 50 had different 
views as to the form desired, and

Convict jlabor in the operation of

committee. 


Shelby M Harrison of New York, 


a magazine writeY, testified that h» 
had made an investigation 
of 
the 


conditions. 
He told ot the 
large 


number of state and county convicts 
in the camps in Alabama and of the 
minor offenses for which some of th*» 
men had been convicted and put to 
work in the mines. Men who walfced 
on the right of way of a railroad, 
he said, had been arrested for mis- 
demeanor and ordered into convict 
labor. 


The committee inquired very mi- 


nutely into the Way in which 
the* 


Tennessee Coal and Railroad Com- 
pany procured convicts. Mr. Harri- 
son said the company agreed to take 
the convicts, "old or ydung, black or 
white," and work them in the camps. 


Attorney Reed for the Steel Cor- 


poration reiterated that no state con- 
ivlcts were now being worked in Ala- 
bama by the 
company. 
Chairman 


Stanley replied that the company of- 
ficials would be called to testify to 
that. 


Mr. Harrison said that the warden 


who flogs convicts in labor camps is 
employed by the steel company. 
He 


said that he had 
seen a prisoner 


flogged with a three-ply leather strap 
and had seen black and blue marks 
on one convict's back. Failure to do 
the required tasks was punishable 
by flogging, solitary confinement and 
by other methods, he said. 


Mr. Harrison said that com let la- 


borers were forced to lie flat on their 
laces to be flogged. 


"Flogged with a thong as big as a 


wagon trace or tug'-1 suggested Mi. 
Stanley. 


"By a strap five feet long." 
"Ever see this instrument of tor- 
ture'" 
"Yes." 
"What's the usual punishment?" 
"Fifteen, lashes." 
Representative Bartlett of Geor- 


gia, a member of the committee, re- 
marked that the whole system
